A Fatal Diepute About a Stock 
Range in Jordan Valley. 

The Boise Statesman has the fol- 
lowing: 

Charles Albert, a well-known 
cattle man in the Jordan Valley, 
and called ‘Spanish Charlie,”’ was 
shot dead Wednesday, March 30th, 
by Jake Mussel, a sheep man. It 
appears that Mussel had been al- 
lowing bis sheep to graze on a bit 
of range that Charlie claimed as his 
own private property. He there- 
fore gave Mussel notice to remove 
his sheep, which was unheeded. 
Charlie then sent a messenger to 
Mussel, telling him that if be did 
not keep his sheep off that range 
that he would killthem. Mussel, 
on receipt of Charlie’s message, 
armed himself with a Winchester, 
and taking his herder with him, 
started for Charlie’s cabin. They 
found him in the saddle, some two 
or three bundred yards from the 
house, attending to some of his 
cattle. 

“Did you ig tee you would kill 
me?’’? asked Mussel, as they ap- 
proached. 

“Are yoa going to let your sheep 
run on my range?’’ replied Charlie. 

““Yes,’”’ said Mussel, “I am going 
to let my sheep run on that range.’’ 

“Then I will kill you,” said 
Charlie, and so saying he turned 
and rode toward his cabin, where it 
is known that he kept one or two 


ns, 

When about half way to his 
house, Mussel ordered him to stop, 
and on his refusal to do so, shot bis 
horse from under him. Picking 
himself up Charlie contined on hia 
way to the house, unmindful of 
Mussel, who again ordered him to 
stop. He had nearly reached the 
cabin when Mussel fired again, 
killing him instantly. Mussel then 
surrendered himself to the authori- 
ties in Baker City. Albert's father 
lives somewhere in New York, 

The Silver Bity Avalanche says 
there were no other persons present 
at the time of the tragedy, and 
nothing is kuown about it save 
what Mussel tells himself.

The Coercion bi!l which the Con- 
servative Government bas brought 
forward for Irelandis a sweeping 
one. According to Bradstreet’s it 
introduces an ingisitorial system, 
giving Magistrates power to ex- 
amine witnesses on oath even 
where no persons are charged 
with crime. This provision is one 
foreign to the genius of the English 
law. To meet the difficulty of fail- 
ing to get verdicts, the bill proposes 
to abolish jury trial altogether in 
certain classes of cases, It secures 
to the Government a_ thorough 
control over the press by giving 
Magistrates the power of summary 
conviction in cases of incitement to 
the com mission of such acts as boy- 
cotting, conspiracy and rioting. 
Certain grave classes of crime com- 
mitted in Ireland were to be tried 
in England under the bill as orgi- 
nally framed, but the Cabinet has 
decided to abandon that provision, 
owing to the opposition it excited. 
The Viceroy of Ireland is to have 
power to proclaim societies found 
to be disturbing peace and order. 
The Government asks that the per- 
manency of the hill be not limited 
by any fixed time.  Ndturally, the 
Government’s proposition has 
aroused much opposition. It is de- 
nounced generally by the Radical 
press and Radical societies th rough- 
out the country. The measure is 
vehemently opposed by Mr. Glad-~ 
stone as the worst proposition yet 
brought forward for dealing witb 
the Irish difficulty. 


{ {It is conceded by many leaders in 
the two great political parties of 
the nation that Mr. Cleveland will 
be renomwinated for a second term.

(Me.) Journal says: 

I bave asked a great many public 
men through the past seasou who 
would be the Democratic nominee in 
BS.

Whenasked “why,” the re- 
sponse alinost age rey! ie “because 
there is to one else they can nomi- 
nate.”’

I know 
from personal observation that nearly 
all the Democratic Congressmen are 
disgusted with hiin and that they only 
refrain from out and out opposition 
because it would be bad for the party.

And if renominated he could 
not possibly be re-elected.. Notwith- 
standing bis efforts to capture the 
South, the Southern people avoid him, 
Their absence from bis receptions is 
very noticeable, and I am surprised 
at his decided unpopularity in Vir- 
ginia.

The coal miners throughout the 
country are discussing the formation 
ofa gigantic organization by an amal- 
gamation of the National Federation 
of Miners and the miners of the Na- 
tional Assembly of Knights of Labor. 
Heretofore considerable jealousy bas 
been manifested between the members 
of the organizations, but lately the of- 


ficials bave shown a disposition to 
agree upors a plan for mutual benefit. 
Ata recent meetiog of the Executive 
Board of the Federation of Miners, a 
resolution asking for a conference 
with the Executive Board of the 
Miners Assembly was adopted. The 
plan of the federation is that the 
two Executive boards shall meet aud 
draw a set of rules or laws for the gov- 
ernment of mining affairs. These 
laws are to provide for a representa- 
tion from both the open and secret 
branches of the organization. No 
pee is to serveas an officer unless 
e becomes a member of the Knights 
of Labor. It is understood that the 
idea is to have the federation still re- 
tain its organization, with the under- 
standing thatall of its members shall 
also be Knights of Labor. This will 
also likely bring all the outside 
Knights into the federation union. 
The miners would then bring together 
both organizations. It is likely the 
K. of L. organization will agree to a 
conference. 


Blaine’s Condition. 
Str. Lovuts, April 9. 
A special to the Globe-Demoecrat 
from Fort Gibson, Indian Territory, 
says: “Blaine was suffering from a 
severe cold on Sunday evening when 
he arrived at Gibson Station. A Gov- 
ernment ambuiance met him at the 
station, but only the ladies of the 


party could be taken to the post. The 
next morning the ambulance returned 
for Blaine. He was able to sit up in 
the conveyance, but looked pale and 
thin. On reaching the post he went 
to the residence of Col, J. J. Cop- 

inger, and has not been out of the 
ouse since. Dr, Charlies P Berne, 
the post surgeon, referred all ques- 
tions to Col, Coppinger, and that gen- 
tleman has little to say, as he did not 
Wish Ww create unnecessary alarm, 
He said Blaine is suffering from a 
heavy cold, accompanied by a remit- 
tent fever, and was quite sick, Colo- 
nel Coppinger repeated tnoat Biaine 
was quite sick. The whole party ex- 
pected to leave for the North early 
this morning. The soldiers detailed 
to sit up with Blaine last night, report 
him quite sick, but oould not say 
whether his symptoms were alarming 
or not. 


The Chicago Carpenters’ Strike. 
CHICAGO, April 9. 

Only 19 contractors responded to the 
call for a mass Meeting of master car- 
penters yesterday afternoon to inde- 
pendently consider the demands 
of thé strikers, The session resulted 
merely in the contractors present 


agreeing “0 attend another meeting to- 
night. Fights between the strikers 
and imported carpentems were nu- 
merous yesterday, the non-union men 
being compelled to quit work in a 
number of instances, Nine strikers 
were arrested on this account, aud 
once there was considerable excite- 
ment, but no accident resulted from 
the exchrnge of shots hetween the 
policemen and s'rikers, The Knights 
of Labor element among the strikers 
is not at all satisfied with the way 
matters are being conducted by the 
Carpenters’ Counsel, They think the 
Carpenters’ Brotherhood is assumin 
too mach authority in the matter, 
meeting of Knights will be held to- 
day, at which it is possible the strike 
wil be broken, and a great part of the 
8,000 men will decide to resume work 
on Monday.

Bloody Work of a “Model Do- 
mestic.’’ 

SAN FrRanNctsco, April 8. 

Joseph Billiou, husband of the iady 
murdered by the Chinese cook at St. 
John, Colusa county, yesterday, and 
who has been attending a meeting in 
this city of the Northern California 
Normal School Site Commission, left 
for his home to-day. 

A dispatch received to-day from 
Chico, giving the latest particulars of 
the killing of Mrs. Billou, shows that 
the Chinaman, Ho Ab Heung, who is 
only 18 years old, fired the shots 
through the door while Mrs. Billou, 
her two daughters and Mr, Weaver 


were atsupper. The first shot from 
the rifle was fired at Weaver, struck 
him in the left sboulder, passed 
through his body and came out just 
above the heart, Mra. Billou turned 
to see whence the shot came and re- 
celved a bullet through the heart. She 
instantly fell dead. Weaver, though 
seriously wounded, managed to shut 
the door. 

The Chinaman then fired a shot 
through the closed door, but without 
effect. The door was barricaded with 
a table and chairs, but the Chinaman 
got an axe aod battered in one of the 
panels. Atthis point he appeared to 
change his mind, and instead of pro- 
ceeding further, left the immediate vi- 
cinity of the house. 

Annie Billion, a little daughier of 
the murdered woman, went to the 
door to see which direction the China- 
man took in his flight. The China- 
man had not gone far, and seeing her 
in the doorway fired at her, but 
missed, She quickly retreated and 
closed the door. 

Meanwhile the otber daughter had 
managed to leave the house and give 
the alarm at St. John, Pursuit was 
immediatly given, but up to this 
morning the murderer had not been 
captured, 
eaver’a wound is very serious, 
and doubts are entertained of his re- 
covery. No cause is known for the 
atrocious trime, except that the Chi- 
naman bad been forced to assist in the 
house-dleaning, to which he had de- 
murred.
